Students in the sixth through 
eighth grades in Boyne Falls may 
see something different when 
they go to school this coming fall 
if a plan presented to the school 
board gets the approval it needs 
before seeing it enacted. 

The plan would be to start a 
middle school concept among 
those grades, with classes to 
rotate between teachers, just 
like the high schoo! does. Presen- 
tly, students are being taught by 
one teacher for most of the day 
with the teacher guiding the 
students through different 
materials. 

Under the new plan, according 
to School Principal Mike Wallace, 
would be to have the teachers in- 
volved teach the subjects they 
are best at and certified for. 
Wallace admitted he had a few 
problems to work out concerning 
the way the classes would rotate 
between instructors, but hoped 
to have all the details finished by 
the July board meeting. 

Another program the school 
wants to start in the elementary 
level would be to develop a 
reading program for those lower 
level students. A lower level 
student is one who is not reading 
up to the level designed for the 
class, like a fourth grader reading 
at a third grade level. The school 
intends to start the program next 
year and will be adding a new 
series of books to cover the 
program. 

Wallace said the new reading 
program would not cost the 
school district any more than it is 
presently spending as the new 
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BF discusses middle school concept 


textbooks would be paid for by 
not replacing a few of the present 
system. Wallace figures about six 
to eight books are involved. 

The school will also be starting 
a more creative way to teach 
penmanship skills. They will be 
adding creative writing skills to 
those classes just learning how to 
write in cursive. Instead of just 
copying an “a” several times, the 
students would be asked to make 
upa story and write it out to help 
with their penmanship. 

In the high school, changes 
being planned include having the 
teachers provide some of the in- 
put as to who can go to North 
Central Michigan College to take 
classes instead of just the prin- 
cipal deciding all of the criteria. 

An adjusted honors’ policy is 
also being thought about that 
would help students who take 
“hard” courses. A 1.25 factor 
would be added to the grade they 
get in the course, which would be 
used to figure out such things as 
the honor roll, valedictorian, 
salutitorian and other honors. 
The grade given in the class 
would have no other effect as the 
grades would still be sent out to 
colleges on transcripts. 

Wallace said the new policy 
may help create more students 
for some of the classes as the 
students did not want to take a 
hard class in fear they would be 
dropped from the _ honors’ 
programs if they did poorly. With 
the change, a grade of “C” would 
become a “B minus” when the 
factor is applied.

Trumco site OK’d 


The problem of the dumpster 
has apparently been resolved af- 
ter action taken at the Boyne City 
Planning Board meeting held 
Monday night, 

The dumpster, which has been 
a thorn in the planning board's 
side since they approved a site 
plan for the White Mansion 
Apartments months ago, will be 
moved to a new location, accor- 
ding to an agreement worked out 
between the board and the owner 
of the property, Cal Gotts. 

Gotts told the planners he 
would move the dumpster to 
about the middle of the site, 
almost 100 feet from where it was 
placed previously. Gotts told the 
planners the new sjte will be 
screened on three sides as per the 
approved site plan. He said he 
will be adding a gate at some time 
inthe future. 

The planners tried to get Gotts 
to commit to a time before it 
would be done, but Gotts told 
them if he had to specify a time 
when the gate would be installed, 
he would move the dumpster to 
the location approved by the 
planners on the original site plan. 

That site is a few feet from 
where it is presently placed. 

With that out of the way, the 
planners then read a letter from 
Steve Miller, who has been run- 
ning a business out of his home. 
Planners had a concern he was 
going to start an auto repair 
business, but the letter read in- 
dicated he was only going to have 
his archery sales business at his 


location, 

Planners then asked the city to 
send a letter to Miller asking him 
to connect the garage with his 
home so he would be in confor- 
mance with the new ordinance. 
He would then be asked to 
re-apply for a permit to operate a 
home business. 

In other action, the planners 
said they are still looking for 
nominations to the Marvin 
Loding Awards. They have three 
so far and are hoping to have a 
few more, especially in the 
residential area. They set a 
deadline of July 20 for the final 
screening of nominations. After 
screening, they will ask the city 
commission to approve the 
awards. 

The planners then approved a 
site plan for the new Trumco Inc. 
building to be constructed in the 
AirfIndustrial Park. The 60 foot 
by 80 foot building will have a 
hanger as part of the building and 
will have a paved access strip into 
the airport proper. 

The projected cost of the 
building will be about $135,000, 
according to Larry Trumble, the 
owner of the business. He also 
said construction will be starting 
ina couple of weeks.

World War One 
1914-1948 

The First World War started 
in 1914. It lasted all through my 
high school years. . 

The summer of 1917 we went: 
to Old Mission and picked 
cherries for an uncle who was 
the manager of the Illinois Or- 
chard Company. After cherry 
picking we remained to snap ap- 
ples from over loaded trees. We 
lived ina tent while there, which 
we call “Mosquitoe Paradise” 
and slept on straw filled 
matresses. 

In the fall of 1918 the school 
excused pupils for a day to help 
the farmers harvest their 
potatoes. Amanda McNeal and | 
were sent to a farm out on Hor- 
ton Bay Road. 

We picked up after four men 
after which we were given a 
good dinner and two dollars for 
our days work. (Good pay). 

World War One ended Nov. 
11, 1918. There was a big 
epidemic that year of fluenza. 
There wasn't a family that 
wasn't touched by the virus. 
Quinine was the main medicine 
that was given to the victims. 
Masks were worn when a person 
ventured outside the home. In- 
fluenza includes: high fevers, 
heavy pneumonia coughs, sore 
throats and often _ being 
delirious. 
many deaths that year. 

Our school was closed twice 


before the turn of the New Year. 


In January of 1919, we returned 

to make up the time we had 
missed. We attended school one 
hour extra a day and a half a day 
on Saturday.

Look first at the in- 
sect’s body. An ant 
has a constricted or 
pinched-in | waistline — 
a termite is thick- 
bodied its entire 
length. The wings are 
different, too, An ant 
has front wings that 
are considerably 
larger than its hind 
wings. In termites, 
the wings are about 
the same size. 

“Ants are a lot 
more common. than 
termites in northern 
states such as 
Michigan,” Dunn 
points out, “So chan- 
ces are that a swarm 
of small winged in- 
sects is winged ants. 
It's a good idea to 
check them closely, 
however, justin case. 

“Tit turns out that 
you are seeing ter- 
mites instead of ants, 
don’t panic,” he ad- 
vises. “They aren't 
going to destroy your 
home overnight.”

“IT must travel in France and 
learn about my own people as I 
have in the United States,” com- 
mented Claire Boyer as she ends 
a school year in East Jordan, af- 
ter coming in September from 
her home in Longwy, France, asa 
Rotary Exchange Student. 
“There will be some cultural 
shock when I go back,” but Claire 
feels she has changed a lot, grown 
up a lot and will be able to make 
the adjustments needed to con- 
tinue her life in France. 

Having celebrated her 
eighteenth birthday in the US., 
she has completed the twelfth 
grade at East Jordan High 
School. She has especially en- 
joyed classes relating to gover- 
nment and economics as her 
future includes attending a 
business school. She will have to 
take the twelfth grade again next 
year in France in order to pass 
the stringent twelfth grade 
exams before being admitted toa 
university. The French 
educational system is almost 
purely academic and students 
have less free time than 
American students. “If you could 
combine the more social attitude 
and the more academic aspects of 
the two systems, you would have 
many benefits,” commented 
Claire. 

Claire is the middle child, 
having a sister 22 and one 14. She 
did not have difficulty leaving 
home as she felt quite indepen- 
dent of her parents already. She 
will live at home next year to 
complete her high school; 
however, had she not been an ex- 
change student she would have 
been going to the university and 
leaving home this fall. She feels 
that French students become in- 
dependent of their parents 
younger; however, this may be 
partially because the educational 
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could run better and give a better 
education to the students.
